The board of health met Monday 


evening with all members present. 
Vice president Tatman called 
the 


meeting to order. The minutes of 
the last regular meeting were read 
and approved. The schedule of 8103.- 
85 was allowed, Mr. Harris voting 
for same, with the understanding 
that the bill of $4.30, for taking care 
of the case of diphtheria brought 
from Rush township, be collected 
from the parties bringing the child 
to the city, or from the trustees of 
Rush township. Instructions to that 
effect were given the clerk. 
In this 


connection the health 
officer 
ex- 


plained that on Sunday last, Mrs. 
Mary Hilbert, who lives in Rush 
townshuip, brought a little seven- 
year old girl to the city, and left her 
in the waiting room of the C. P. V. 
depot. The little girl at the time 
was 
suffering with an aggravated 


case of diphtheria. 
The mother of 


the child is Mrs. Harris, who runs 
the lunch room at this depot. She is 
a widow. This child she had given 
to the HUberts to raise. The child 
took sick, and to avoid ' taking care 
of same, they drove to the city, 
through the hot sun and dust, while 
the child was in almost the last 
stages of this disease. 
The mother 


has no home and no place she could 
take the child. 
Several 
children 


were in the depot at the time, and 
serious trouble may follow this in- 
human act. 
The mother 
of 
the 


child, Mrs. Harris, was compelled to 
keep the child, and under the shade 
of an apple tree until the health offi- 
cer could find some place to take her. 
It was finally decided to remove her 
to the hospital and Dr. S. S. Haider- 
man was called.
